NO PRIVATE AFFAIR 
In the midst of congress' debate of the pro- 
posed loan to Greece and Turkey there has 
been revealed the almost Incredible story- 
bchlnd-thc-story of this country's 5500,000,- 
000 loan to China In 1042. Peter Edson, the 
NEA Service Washington correspondent who 
unearthed the story, could scarcely have 
picked a timelier moment to write It. For It 
provides a perfect object lesson In the un 
sound use of public fifnds. 

The purpose of the Chinese loan was praise- 
worthy. Here was a brave, beleaguered ally 
lighting In the common cause. The fight was 
going badly^ for China lacked food, clothing, 
and an abundance of modern war equipment. 
She also needed money to support a tottering 
financial structure and retain her entity. 

It was to America's advantage, naturally, to 
keep China strong and fighting. But because 
of the Jap blockade the material require- 
ments could not be supplied. As Mr. Edson 
says, "It was Impossible to ship her anything 
but love and credit." 

Details of this necessary transaction were 
vogue. Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek asked 
for pic loan but wouldn't discuss how It was 
to be used until It was granted. President 
Hooscvclt got congressional authorization to 
make the loan, then he and Harry Hopkins 
- handled the deal themselves, with a later as- 
sist from Morgcnthau, then secretary of the 
treasury. 

China's Foreign Minister T. V. Soong listed 
seven broad purposes for which the money 
might be spent. And the money was forth- 
coming. There were no strings attached. 
Discussion of repayment was deferred until 
after the war. 

The upshot was that nine-tenths of this 
half billion went into a financial Juggling act 
which was supposed to stabilize Chinese cur- 
rency and retard Inflation. It didn't work. 
The remaining tenth did go for consumer 
goods that China desperately needed. 

In all. ChlnA- received some three billions 
dollars In assorted war old from the U. S. 
China stayed In' the war. She deserved our 
help and got It. But did she use that help to 
the best advantage? Where Is China today? 
And where are the three billion dollars? 

Mr. Truman asks for $400,000,000 for Greece 
and Turkey. Generalissimo Chiang wants an- 
other $500,000,000, already earmarked for 
China but not delivered. The purpose of these 
loans Is praiseworthy, too. Greece and China 
arc former brave allies. Their people aro in 
need, and their governments are Insecure, 
The people are ripe for an Imposed totali- 
tarian rule If those governments fall. 

Mightn't It be well this time, however, to 
mix some cross, hard-headed business meth- 
ods with Idealism? The government should 
tell Its citizens, who are the source of Its bil- 
lions, how those billions will be spent. It 
should Insist on assurances from debtor na- 
tions that those billions will bo used wisely 
and for the greatest good. 

The members of congress can and should 
read Mr. Edson's story and ponder its moral 
—that In an era of even nominal democracy, 
the spending of public money Is not the pri- 
vate affair of government officials. 



AMERICANIZING JAPAN 

Japan Is going American. Arthur Bchrstock 
tells us in the current Issue of the American 
magazine. The author Is in a position to know 
what he's talking about, since he formerly 
was chief of the planning division of the U. S. 
Information and education section In Tokyo. 
But his report Is not particularly encouraging. 

What tho Japanese seem to have done Is to 
go American In the most superficial way. They 
have revived baseball. Quantities of gum are 
being chewed. American-type night clubs and 
radio programs are popular. Ditto American 
movies, lipsticks, and cigarettes. That is a far 
cry from true conviction and conversion. It 
merely denotes the sincere flattery of imita- 
tion. 

The Americans came as conquerors of Ja- 
pan. They brought with them many mani- 
festations of their everyday culture and 
habits, it Is not strange that the defeated and 
subservient Japanese should now try to In- 
gratiate themselves by aping American cus- 
toms. They may even enjoy those customs. 
But how much of value docs all this signify? 

Mr. Bchrstock has listed examples of Ja- 
pan's Americanization without attempting to 
draw any conclusions. He gives no hint of any 
political or ethical reformation. His readers 
are left with the natural doubt as to whether 
any such reform. is taking place. 

If It la not, the fault may not lie entirely 
with the Japanese. We Americans do not al- 
ways practice what we preach. Ours may be 
the land of tho "free and the home of the 
brave.'But It is also the land of Jim Crow and 
the doctrine of white superiority over the yel- 
low-aklnned races. It Is the home of such 
cultural monuments as the strip tease and 
the zoot suit. 

Our less admirable habits may be more evi- 
dent on abort acquaintance than the beliefs 
and Institutions In which we take real pride. 
They are also much easier to copy and, once 
.cojnecv Sp mistake. lor what we proudly call 
American I am.

PEICES— Farm leaders assembled at Washington 
durlmj tho list lew days havo Informed President 
Truman's economic aid (4 nnd members of congress 
that retail prices ' on produce, especially doiry and 
meat lines, have now passed their penk. They expect 
a slow decline during the next few 
months, and a eliable drop In late 
summer on the basis of heavy crops. 

City boys on the house appropri- 
ations subcommittee handling de- 
partment of agriculture funds and 
subsidies delivered sharp lectures to 
re preiento lives of the major form 
organizations during recent execu- 
tive sessions on capital hill. 
r,it Ed O'Neal, head of the American 
.'''■Farm Bureau federation, who was 
allowed to testify on the ilrsl day 
of hearings so he could leave for 
r " the reciprocal trade conferences at 
Oencva. was taken for a. rough ride because ot high 
food costs. 

PROMISED— The legislator* from Industrial states 
In New England, the cast nnd tho middle west pointed 
out that he and other professional farmers had 
promised both plentiful output and lower prices during 
their lobbying and campaigning against OP A. 

Instead, they noted, the cost of food at wholesale 
has Increased by 48 per cent sines OPA's death, 
whereas the price level of manufactured commodities 
at wholesale has cone up only ii per cent. 

The retail "squeeze" has been even more severe, 
according to the congressmen, who quoted index 
changes recently submitted to President Truman and 
the cabinet by Edwin O. Nourse, head of the economic 
council. At this level meats have soared by 4Q3 
per cent, butter, oils and In is by 30.3 per cent, dairy 
products by 2\ per cent. 

They alio reminded Mr. O'Neal and other agricul- 
tural leaders Uiut form Income hud Increased from 
about 14,000,000.000 In 1D3D to more than t lfl. 000.000.000 
in 1040, and It may run even higher In the current year. 

MARK -XI PS— Tti e meat and dairy spokesmen offered 
their explanoUon for the post-OPA akyrockeUng of 
the price ol their products. They attributed the 
boosts to the "natural, psychological desire" of farmers 
to take advantage of the release ot wartime controls 
In the some way that labor and industry did. 

They also noted that there was an actual shortage 
o( their goods for many months after the death of 
the price-fixing agency, due partially to government 
purchases for the armed forces, UNIUtA and relief 
ol foreign countries. Lastly, they placed the major 
responsibility for tho Increases In food costs on the 
processors and retail mark-ups, 

As to the IB30-1040 Increase In agricultural Income, 
they replied that the farmers' "depression" started 
soon after World war I, and had continued until tho 
advent or the war In 1D3D. 

Contrary to Dr. Naurse. who believes that prices 
and wages are out of balance In favor of both agricul- 
tural and Industrial producers, they maintained that 
only a minor reduction of food costs would restore 
a proper equilibrium. 

WARNING — However, Uicy told committeemen. 
White House advisers and Secretary Anderson that 
the anticipated "shakedown" had arrived, and they 
expect a gradual decline, although they do not predict 
a return to the prewar level for many years, If ever. 

They added a note of warning when they told Mr. 
Anderson to notify tho White Homo that if there 
was another round of wago Increases In factories 
manufacturing the things the farmer buys— a develop- 
ment which will likewise boost their bill for farm help 

'there could be no appreciable drop In the family 
food budget. 

In fact, they said that advances In the cost of 
manufactured goods — automobiles, trucks, farm ma- 
chinery, wire, etc.— would be especially damaging at 
thii time because formers are only now beginning to 
repair or replace equipment that wore out during 
tho war years. 

BUTTER— Secretary Anderson has frequently fore- 
cast a food price drop, but skeptics have wondered 
whether he was talking politics or economics with a 
modern version of the "two chickens In every pot" and 
'prosperity Is around the corner" fables of early 
depression doys. However, on tho Important and key 
subject of butter, he recently proved that he really 
believes himself. 

In January the official dairy representaUv 
Washington proposed tin l he stabilize the wholesale 
price of butter at 65 cents, which should mean approxi- 
mately 71 cents to tho retail purchaser. 

Tho market figure was then about 07 cents, and 
the offer appeared to be a concession. The explanation 
for the proposed sacrifice was that the producers 
preferred a smaller profit In return for fluctuations 
In their return. 
To their chagrin, Mr. Anderson has taken no action 
i the suggestion, which would have frozen the retail 
price at more than 70 cents for at least 13 months, 
lie gambled on a drop below tho figure they offered, 
far It was a lucky throw for the customers. 
The wholesale level Is now around 63 cents, and It Is 
expected to fall lower within a few months. 

FORMULA-Flnal proof that the farm bloc at thi 
capital fears a severs down -turn In agricultural Income 
Is reflected In Its off- the -record discussions of a 
revision of'the present parity formula. Tho bloc has 
not unveiled Its plan, but tha change would tend to 
stablllio food coats at only slightly lower than cur- 
rent levels. 

The present formula bases parity on the relationship 
between farm and general commodity prices with the 
1000-1514 Index as 100, and for the next two years 
the government guarantees that producer* shall re- 
ceive t>0 per cent of that figure. All agricultural prod- 
ucts, of course, are now for above that level. 

■Islonlsts, however, point out that the present 
base period of 1B0O-1S14 does not present a true 
economic picture. The farmer has to buy many 
manufactured articles now which were not generally 
used before World war I— automobiles, trucks, 
chlnery, public utilities, radios, etc., and pay 
and burdensome taxes. , 

So, the new scheme would fix parity at the avi 
price of farm products for the ten years from 1S30 
to IMS. thus giving producers the benefit or the 
relatively good return from 1030 to 1D33 and of the 
boom receipts of tho lost seven yean.

WHAT IS A MONOPOLY 
Advocates of government socialization of the electric 
Industry are again falling back on the old cry of 
'monopoly" and "power trust" This, they reason, 
ot votes In the past and maybe It can be made to 
'ork again. 

A pamphlet Issued by a group of electric operating 
utilities In the southwest on grandiose plans pro- 
pawl by tho Southwestern Power Administration ef- 
fectively nnd accurately answers the "monopoly" red- 
hcrrlng. Monopoly Is simply control of a commodity, 
service or traffic which permits the controller Iff raise 
prices above those fixed by free competition, dis- 
criminating among customers In providing sen-Ice or 
deteriorate service for Its own ends. 

The electric Industry is as far from monopoly as 
the mind can conceive. All companies operate under 
state regulation, and those engaged In Interstate busi- 
ness are under federal regulation aa well. The rates 
ol all companies ore fixed by public utility commis- 
sions opera Una under laws whose main purpose Is 
protection of the public's Interest. No eom'pany can 
raise rates without permission, and its rates can be 
arbitrarily reduced by commission decree. Utilities are 
required by law to glva service at the some rate for 
the some kind or class of sendee. Everything they do. 
In short, b publicly regulated, controlled and directed. 

The truth is that federal electric jystems, with 
their tox-exemptlons and complete freedom from 
regulation that applies to private companies, ore a 
monopoly thot the low would not tolerate In private 
corporations. And If the plans of the power social- 
ist* succeed, the government will have a monopoly 
of all the power business of the nation,— Poeatcllo 
Tribune, t
